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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: regarding claim 1 , the prior art does not suggest the assembly as 
claimed, including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination 
including the first and second retention structures engageable at different angles and 
the pull tab positioning parts extending through the holes of the first and second housing 
as claimed. Regarding claim 8, the prior art does not suggest the assembly as claimed, 
including the combination of all the claimed elements, the combination including the first 
and second elongated housings and the pairs of retention structures which are 
assembled to each other mutually exclusively in two different respective orientations.
